London, Feb. 4.— A dispatch to the 
J'iuies from Odessa says that anew Rus- 
sian transport company under the direc- 
tion of a Russian admiral will begin 

Iradiiitr in the Black Sea, forthwith, and 
will extend its operations alji'oad wlien 
the fleet is largo enougli. Seven steam- 
ers oniered from ]Ouglaii(i will be built 
to serve aa transports or cruisers in time 
of war, and to provide a large addition 
to thoHussian navy. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Times 
says : " The oflicial statistics of Ger- 
many's commerce for 1895 are striking 
jiroofs of tlie benefits chat iiavc accrued 
from the policy of its coiieliisioa of eoni- 
inercial treaties and are a refutation of 
the contention of the ufrrariiins tluit the 
treaties were detrimental to trade. 
Germany's exports were ;!,3IO,000 
marks, against L',9G1,000 iu 189-1, while 
the imports of 1805 amounted to 4,092,- 
000 marks, due to the increased demand 
for rav,' material." 

The Dresden chamber of commerce 
lias prepared from Russian statistics an 
interesting; report dealing with the 
rivalr}' of British and tieni'ian trade in 
Russia, showinc; that while in lKi(3tbe 
Knglisli imports into KiiRsia exreeded 
the German l)y 11,0(10,000 Toubles, in 
ISfll the German iuipoi't.s exceeded the 
Kiitllish by M, ■'300,(100 rouble.H, and Ger- 
many's imjiorts from liiissiu inereased 
11 i)er cent. Tiiose figures indicate tbo 
iirowinj,' danj^or to English trade in the 
German competition. 

A dispatch to the .St. Jiimes Gazette 
from VVaaliington City says that thecor- 
respondent of that paper has the highest 
iiuthority for announcing that the en- 
tente between Russia and Turkey is 
known at the state department, and has 
hod a most important effect in modify- 
ing the plan the admini.=tration had pre- 
pared to compel Turkey to pay an in- 
demnity for damage done to Am- 
erican property in Armenia, Tiie 
correspondent says that in spite 
of denials ne knows that a naval 
demonstration was jirepared. Secretary 
Glney entered into conimunieation with 
Russia and Great Britain, asking if they 
would oppose action of the United States 
against Turkey. Great Britain's reply 
was favorable, but Russia informed 
Olney that she preferred that there be 
nomival demonstration, as Russia was 
negotiating to bring about a restoration 
of order in Turkey. Kotzebue, Russian 
minister to the tJnited States, is said to 
have informed Secretary Oinev that 
Turkey would pay any indemlty re- 
quired. 

The cabled report that llev. John A. 
Brooks, of ^lemiibis, Tenn., had been 
e.ille<l to the iiastoiate of .Spiirgeou's 
tabernacle, is not corrc.'t. The secre- 
tary of the tabernacle, talking of the 
nia"tti!r to-day, said : "lain utterly at a 
lc).«K to know wlienee the report eniailaletl. 
We have not meditated any change, and 
Rev. Thomas Spurgeon has not thought 
of leaving. No change in any other 
tabernacle in Loudon is contemplated so 
far as I know." 

The Reichsanzeiger, of Berlin, pub- 
lishes an imperial rescript thanking all 
Germans abroad for the congratulations 
they sent to His Majesty upon the ocua- 
sion of his recent birthday. 

The Storthing was opened at Christi- 
ana yesterday. In his speech from the 
throne King Oscar said he hojied the 
meeting of the commission on the con- 
ditions of the union of Norway and Swe- 
den would lead to an agreement tending 
to the happinees of both nations. 

A nuinber of the London papers con- 
tain comments upon the eorresiiondeiice 
which jKisaed lictween President Cleve- 
land and Secretary Olney ami Ambiissa- 
dor Bayard regarding the speeches for ^ 
which the house of representatives pro- 
pose to censure him, and which was 
given to the press for publication in this 
morning's papers. It is said that a per- 
usal of the correspondence of President 
Cleveland and .Secretary Olnoy with Mr. 
Bayard does not increase the admiration 
for the methods and by-ways of Ameri- 
can politics. There is a jviiiiful w.'.nt o( 
dignity in the manner in which iMr. 
Bayartl'a oflicial critics display their re- 
sentment.

London, Feb. 4. — Last night Hon. A. 
J. Balfour, first lord of the treasury 

and Conservative loader in the House of 
Commons, spoke at Bristol, confining 
himself mainly to home jiolitics. He 
declared that the government had done 
all in its power to prevent the Armenian 
horrors, and that it had not prevented 
Russia from intervening. The speech is 
the subject of considerable discussion in 
the British and^Ontinental press, a sec- 
ond reading of his remarks having evi- 
dently discovered features which the 
first perusal had failed to dis- 
close, or rather it has em- 
phasized such features. Mr. Balfour, 
declared that the government had done 
all in its power to prevent the Armenian 
horrors, and had not prevented Russia 
from intervention. Russia, he said, had 
not been willing to undertake the duty. 
These were not the only sweet words 
which the speaker had for Russia, for 
later on he said that so far from regard- 
ing with fear and jealousy the commer- 
cial outlook for Russia on the Pacific 
ocean, he should welcome such a result 
as a distinct advance in the far distant 
region. 

He added: " I am convinced not only 
would Russia and the world gain by it, 
but British eoinmerce and enterprise 
would be the gainers. Lot us lay to 
heart this doctrine, that what is good 
for one is not necessarily bad for the 
other, and that in international as well 
as national matters we ought not to re- 
gard ourselves as composed of a series of 
units with hostile interests which can- 
not be ieconcile<l and which must he 
settled by the arbitrament of war." 

The jmcific nature of these references 
to Russia, whose policy in the east 
Great Britain has always antagonized, 
would seem to mark a complete change 
of front in British diplomacy, especially 
when considered in connection with Lcird 
Salisbury's similar utterance of a few- 
days previous. 

in closing Mr. Balfour invoked the 
spirit of ICdinund Burke to plead that 
tlie Knglish and American branches of 
the Anglo-Saxon race he joined in an al- 
liance hot to he broken W" oljj^ contro- 
versies. " What wguldf fidmun<L.Bw*%, 
have thought," be asked, "had Be Men 
living now, to have seen our brethren 
across the Atlantic forgetful of all the 
ties of kindred? His voice would have 
been raised in pleading for the common 
language of governmeiita and hearts. 

"If we have no BurKO either here or 
in America, I am well jiersuaded the 
generous sense of both great countries 
will speak even witliont the inignty im- 
pulse of his voice. If that be so, and if 
we, in alliance with America, can carry 
out the duties providence lias intrusted 
tons, I do not believe this empire need 
fear the mehace of external foes. Still 
less do I believe it has anything to fear 
from the menace of an international 
division." (Prolonged cheers greeted 
this utterance.) 

New York, Feb 4.— The London cor- 
resjiondent of the Sun commenting on 
Mr. Balfour's speech in a cable to his 
jiaper says ; " Jlr. Bahour'a speech was 
even more remarkable than Ixjrd Salis- 
bury's extraordinary utterance of last 
Friday. T.'ie Prime Minister undertook 
to clothe the Britiali lion in asjieech, or, 
more correctly, in an ass's skin, lie 
succeetled only iu making the boast ap- 
pear ridiculous and contcuijitible in the 
eyes of all beholders. His attempt to be 
peaceful and conciliatory aroused only 
laughter. The fact that bis inten- 
tions were really jiacific is made 
clear by the amazing concessions 
now suggested by the loader of 
the House of Conimons. Desperate, 
indeed, must be I"'iiglaiid's position 
when the deputy leader of the Tory gov- 
ernment olFers tio give Russia a nice free 
port in the Pacific, and in almost 
phiintive language invokes an alliance 
between Great Britain and the U.S. He 
did both those things, and talked further 
about England's modesty and iinsellish- 
nesa in langiiajie so softly innocent or 
innocently soft, that one is in doul)t 
whether to accuse him of harmless irony 
or to conclude that the Salisbury cabinet 
is tremljling in the face of some terrible 
combination of Great Britain's enemies. 

" How, for instance, aliall wo interpret 
such words as these: ' My hope for the 
future is largely founded on the fact that 
the British Knipire', whatever else It is, 
is not a selfish empire. If we have ac- 
(piired Eovereignty over large tracts of 
the earth's surface, at all events we rule 
those tracts in no narrow or selfish 
spirit. Neither do I Ibiiik we are ani- 
mated by any spirit of jealousy against 
other nation's.' " Dwelling on Mr. Bal- 
four's ]irotestationB with reference to 
Russia tiiid a commercial outlet for that 
power on the Pacific, the Sun corres- 
pondent says: 

" Thia doctrine, as all the world knows, 
is absolutely new to British policy and 
diiilonuicy. Especially is it novel in its 
application to the case in point. • Great 
Britain has been uncompromising in op- 
position to a Russian outlook in the I'a- 
cific. All Eurojie will speculate over 
this amazing change of front. Does it 
mean that Lord Salisbury already 
realizes that he has betiu hopelessly 
defeated in the far I'-ast as he has been 
in Turkey'.' or are these sweet words in- 
teinlcil as a desperate overture to Rus- 
sia to match the surprisiTig conciissions 
to France in Siam a fortnight ago'' Lord 
Salisbury on Friday gloried in Britain's 
isolation. Mr. Balfour to-night searched 
the universe with anxious pleailings for 
a friend.

— There is tremendous 
enthusiasm in Oonservative circles to- 
nigh t over the great victory of Sir Charles 
Tapper, whose majority is placed by the 
complete returns at over nine hundred. 
It is expected that he will take his seat 
in the House of Commons on Monday or 
Tuesday next, and he will immediately 
take over the government leader- 
ship there from Hon. George Foster. The 
latter made a statement to that effect 
to-night. It will be Sir Charles there- 
fore who will introduce the remedial 
bill, which will have in him a doughty 
champion indeed. It is understood 
that it will be brought down within 
forty-eight hours after he takes his seat. 
To-night, in the course of the debate, 
Nicholas Flood Davin referred to the re- 
sult of to-day's election, and the men- 
tion of Sir Charles Tupper's name drew 
a perfect atorm of cheering from the 
Conservative benches. 

SvDKEV, e.B., Feb. 4. — The Liberals 
put up a splendid fight in Cape Breton 
to-day with many unusual advantages, 
but having lost, their defeat therefore is 
simiily overwhelming. They had paid 
dili)j;ent attention to the lists .and had 
an infinitely superior organization, but 
they failed to get the votes, the hearts of 
a great majority of the people respond- 
ing as of old to the appeal made to them 
by Sir Charles Tapper. At the last 
general election 5,000 votes were iioiled. 
To-<lay 0,78G were polled, the largest 
in tlie liistory of the county. Oi this 
number Sir Charles Tu])|i(n' leceiv- 
ed 15,791 and Mr. Murray 2,'.)'./.', giving 
Tupper a majority of 79G.

THE IRISH LEADEBSHIP. 

Justin McCarthy Resigns, Mr. John Dillon 
Not Unlikely to Sncceed Him. 

London, Feb. 4.— The definite an- 
nouncement by Mr. Justin McCarthy oi 
his retirement from the leadership of 

the Irish Parliamentary jiarty has occa- 
sioiuhI muL'li sari)riEe among jjoliticiaut^ 
generally. It was generally believed 
that Mr. McCarthy would retaip the 
chairmanship of the party until the con- 
vention to be held in Dublin next sum- 
mer might open a way for a restoration 
of unity in the Irish ranks. 

In announcing his retirement Mr. Mc- 
Carthy declares that he is actuated in 
taking this step by failing health and 
personal considerations, which he will 
explain in greater detail to his colleagues 
at a meeting in Dublin nerct Saturday. 
Mr, McCarthy is (pioted as saying: "It 
is impossible for me any longer to tier- 
form the duties of leader and pay 
anything like adciinate attention to my 
literarv work, by which L have to live. 
As cha"irman I have to be constantly in 
attendance in the House of Commons, as 
matters were always arising which de- 
manded my presence, and I was pre- 
cluded from carrying out any sustained 
literary work. I am not as young as 1 
once was, and I have had more than one 
warning during the past two years that 
I must not overta.s: my energies. Since 
I have been leader! have been practically 
unable to feel assured of getting any of 
niy work done within the time allowed 
for it, and there are two or three matters 
which I feel 1 must finish, and which, if 
thev are to be linislied at all, must he 
set about with without any furtherdelay. 

"1 do not intend to resign my seat in 
Parliament and shall enileavor to give 
the closest possible attention to my 
duties. But that will not tax my streiigtli 
nor encroach on my time to anything 
like the same degree as beinc the re- 
sponsible head of the party. The rea- 
sons I have given are the only ones 
through which I am compelled to re- 
sign, and I can assure you it is a step to 
which 1 have not made up my mind 
without great regret and reluctance, 
and under what I regard as the comjiul- 
sion of circumstances." 

Mr. Thomas Sexton is looked upon as 
most likely to succeed the retiring 
leader, though both John Dillon and 
Edward Blake are mentioned in this 
connection. 

Ni;w YoKK, Feb. 4. — Mr. Ealhm 
Smith, the London corresi)ondent of the 
AVorld, discussing the impending change 
in the leadership of the Irish parliament 
in a cable to his paper says : " Mr. Mc 
Carthy, while naturally fnclined to bo 
reticent on the question of his succe.-^sor, 
whicli ho feels is a matter for the jiarty 
alone to decide, did notconceal hi.-< hojie 
that Mr. Sexton may be induced to take 
his place, being, in his words, ' the ab- 
hlest parliamentarian in the party, uiul, 
indeed, in the House of Commons.' 
From other sources 1 learn it is i-y no 
means certiiin that Mr. Sexton will a 
cept the place, as he etill thinks the di 
sentient element sufficiently strong to 
nullify any work he might be able to do 
for it, besides rendering the office of 
chairman one of constant annoyance and 
entire thanklessness. 

" Should, however, theHealyites sink 
personal animosities and join with the 
majority in asking Mr. Sexton to take 
the jilace, he probably would assent. 
His life is bound up with the moveiiiciit, 
he bus earned the uiiiiiiie iioHitimi for 
himself in the IJouse of Cominoiis, and 
is acknowledgetl to be tin; highest exjierl 
in that chamber on both the hind and 
educational iiuestions, both of which 
will be prominently brought forward 
this session. Should Mr. Sexton de- 
finitely refuse to be the leader, tliere is 
little doubt that the choice of the major- 
ity will fall on Mr. Dillon. His eleotidli 
probably would more than ever antagon- 
ize the Healyites, though it is thought 
now that it would not cause the actual 
secession of Healy and his followers. 
Mr. Dillon, though not altogether 
of Mr. Sexton's party calibre 
or exjiorience, is a man of deter- 
mined character, a hard worker Thor- 
oughly devoted to tlie cause and very 
popular in Ireland. As a matter of fad 
the Irish cause in jiarliainunt, in the sym- 
pathy or even the interest of the Eiig- 
lisli Liberal jiarty, is shelved and hope- 
less niitil the internecine <liflit'.ultiefi 
among its jioliticians are settled. The 
])resent feeling of Irehind'a friends in 
England, Scotland and Wales — I dure 
say from Mr. Gladstone down — is one of 
profound disgust over the silly and sui- 
cidal quarrels of the Irish politicians. 
This immolation of the) true and tried 
Justin McCarthy should be a sufficient 
warning."

in 1894. TMa meant an increase of buei- 
neas 'for the road as well as for the 
rest of the countrj'. Tlie rise in the 
wheat market which the known facts ;\s 
to the ileniand and sui)i)ly muko it like- 
ly will be iiiaiiitium-d, i.s also a factor 
for uouJ in the situation wliich railroads 
as well as otlier intere.sts stand to profit 
by. The weekly traflSc returns since the 
Ist of January show that the improve- 
ment noted in the figures of the year's 
statement is being maintained." 



TIPPER TO THE EROXT. 

The return of Sir Charles Tupper was 
a foregone conclusion. The only un- 
certainty there was about it was as to 
the number of his majority. The Grits 
strained every nerve to gain what they 
were jiU'asL'd to denominate "a moral 
victory." But the defoat thoy sustained 
yestenlay can hardly be called a victory 
of that kind. 

Every means which the experience of 
the Grits had convinced them was effec- 
tive, and every dex-ice thut their in- 
genuity could invent were used to brint: 
about the defeat, actual or moral, of .Sir 
Charles Tupper. But tlioir efforts, 
vigorous as they were and unscupulous 
as they are known to be, only went to 
make their weakness the more conspicu- 
ous. It would have been far better for 
them to have made a virtue of necessity 
and allowed the Secretary of State to 
have been elected by acclamation than 
to have exjio.^vjd tlieiiisclve.s to bitter 
humiliation ami certain defeat. 

The (irits fear .Sir CJliarles Tupper and 
with good reason. They have tried the 
(juality of his mettle in many a hard 
fight, and they know that wlien he is on 
the floor "i Ptirliainent tliey will have to 
be more watchful ami to liirlil better 
than tliey have watched and fouglit for 
many a long year. The Ifou. Wilfrid 
Baurier, in particular, will have to 
sharpen his weapons and test his armor 
again most carefully. The adversary 
with whom he will now have to cross 
swords is no carpet knight — no draw- 
ing-room warrior. His petty little 
tricks anil hi;^ clever devices 
will avail him Imt little when 
hu comes to close iiiiarters with Sir 
Charles Tupper. The nialter-of-fact 
Secretary of State will, with plain and 
pointed statement and pitiless sarcasm, 
show to Parliament and the people of 
what flimsy stuff the Grit Leader's de- 
fences are composed. I.et the header of 
the Opposition look to his huircls for 
they are in danger ni heim.; torn from 
his brows. 

It is needless to say that Sir C'liarles 
"Tupper will prove a tower of strength to 
the Conservative party. In Parliament 
.and in the country, in debate and on the | 
platform, his talents will he exercised j 
ami his inlhience exerted. That in- ] 
lluence v.'ili he a \ivifying inlhience and j 
will give conliiieuce and energy to the | 
party, and cause them to face difficulties 
|)lackily and iiojiefully, which many 
Conservatives now regard as insur- 
mountable. 

RAILWAY EARNINCfS. 

Notwithstanding the hard times the 
year ending December 31st, 1895, has 
not been a bad one for the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. The gross earnings of 
the road were $18,!Ml,03(i, which was 
$188,86!) more than tlie gross earnings 
of the previous year. But the hard 
times compelled the management to 
practice economy, and, in conseipience, 
the working expenses of the road, in- 
stead of being $12,238,309, as they were 
in' 1894, were $11, 460,085. The net 
earnings .were $7,480,950, exceeding 
those of tiie year before by .'i;l,057,(;il. 
"The early part of the year," we are 
told, was not a favorable one for rail- 
ways on this continent, and decreases 
were the rule in the weekly statements 
of the Canadian Pacific. The gain has 
been made in the latter part of the year, 
as at the close of July the gross earnings 
were more than half a million short of 
the figurefi of 1804. The improvement 
is due largely to the good harvest that 
was ieai)ed in a large part of 
the country; the wheat yield in 
Manitoba having been 31 ,775,000 bushels 
compared with only 17,172,000 bushels 



A UHANGE EOR THE BETTER. 

Our readers will remember that a 
short time ago we directed attention to a 
stujiid blunder to the prejudice of the 
city of Victoria that had been made in 
the Trade and Navigation Beturns. The 
article arrested the attention of the Hon. 
Col. Prior, who immediately inquired in- 
to the cause of the mistake. He found 
tliat it had been made inadvertently, and 
what could be done wasdoiie immediately 
to correct it. Correction slips were im- 
mediately printed hy the direction of the 
Controller of Customs, and at once for- 
warded to each person who had received 
a copy of the Eeturns, . and correction 
slips were also jilaced in each copy of 
the undistributed stock. 

This is a smaU matter, but it shows 
the advantage of having a reiirosenta- 
tive of British Columbia in the Govern- 
ment. Before this the exposure of the 
mistake by the CotiOKisT would most 
likely not have been noticed by those in 
authority, and a similar mistake it is 
not improbable would be made next 
vcar. 



A BUSINESS ADDRESS. 

The Address of Mr, Stapelton Calde- 
cott, the retiring President of the Toron t o 

Board of Trade, is a comprehensive view 
of the tradeof tliti 1 lominion, and Jihnost 
everything inimediately connected with 
it. The tone of the Address is cheerful 
and the part of it that relates to the 
future hopeful. "The year 1895," he 
very properly said, " has been for the 
most part a year of quiet economy 
from tlie depression of 1898, and 
1804." Convalescence, as everyone 
knows, although a pleasant time enough, 
is not a period of very vigorous activity. 
During its continuance energy is rather 
being stored than expended. Like a 
wise physician, Mr. Oaldeoott counsels, 
for a time at any rate, moderation. 
Prudence and care are re(iuired not only 
to make the best use of newly acquired 
strength but to prevent a relapse. This 
is what he says to tlie recovering busi- 
ness community : 

As to the business outlook for l.SOO I 
think there is every reason to take a 
hopeful view. In Great Britain, France, 
Germany, the United State." nnd even 
in Australia business has decidedly im- 
proveil, confidence is reviving, ritw ma- 
terials, such as silk, cotton,' wool and 
iron, have advanced and are as a rule 
holding the advance. We may, I think, 
conlideiitly hope that the unfortunate 
political oxciteiiient and the unsatisfac- 
tory currency question in the United 
States, whicli are such disturbing ele- 
ments in all business inatters on this 
continent, will hefnre long he satisfac- 
torilv settled and not interfere ftirtlii^r 
with the improvement in business which 
otherwise would be very marked. Mani- 
toba Inisbeen favored with a magnificent 
cro]), the largest since it became a pro- 
vince. Tliere is prouiiseof develoiiuient 
of the rich gold dejiosits in British Col- 
umbia. Canada as a whole has liad a 
fair average harvest; why, then, should 
we not look forward hopefully for the 
trade prospects of 1890? The progress 
will no doubt be gradual, but the mer- 
chant or majinfacturer who steadily 
avoids Hpeciilation or extravagance, wlio 
does not aim at merely expanding his 
trade, but pays careful attention to his 
profits, not striving merely to make or 
sell goods at the smallest margin, hut to 
build up a solid business iqion solid 
Inisiness jirinciples— fur such a busi- 
ness and for such a nierchant or 
niiuiufacturer I see a prosperous jieriod 
before hini. But I do think with my 
ilistinguished predecessor, Mr. Bhiin, 
that a reduction of the rates of discount 
to all legitimate business enterprises by 
our banks, in sympathy with the pre- 
vailing rates in the great commercial 
centres of the world, would be advan- 
tageous to our business men; the mer- 
chant who iiays the current rates of iii- 
teresl liere is not doing business on ('(jual 
terms with a competitor elsewhere who 
borrows upon more favoralile terms, and 
the jiresent small margin of [irolit will 
not justify any artilicially high rate of 
interest. 

Mr. Caldecott sees the importance of 
the business men of Canada availing 
themselves of the opportunity which 
the meeting of the various Clianiliers of 
Commei-ee and lioards of Trade of the 
British Etiijiire will afford them of ad- 
vancing the interests of the Dominion of 
Canada and of enlarging their views. 
That meeting, which is to take place in 
London nest June, will, he says, " give 
a good opportunity of comparing notes 
and linding out fresh lielils of enter- 
prise. I Ihope that the important gatli- 
ing of the Board will send a number of 
its ablest men to represetit worthily its 
interests at this great business Parlia- 
ment." 

Although a pr.tctical man of business 
and a true Canadian Mr, Caldecott is 
evidently a loyal Ijritish subject in the 
Ijest and widest sense of the tei-ms. lie 
looks upon Canada not as an isolated 
country separated in interests as well aa 
by space from the rest of the Empire, 
but as an integral part of that Empire 
which will in time be joined not only to 
the Mother Country but to all the other 
parts by the closest bonds, both of pa- 
triotic sentiment and of material inter- 
est. The perusal of the following pass- 
ages of his address has led us to this 
uonctnaion : 

Before closing this address 1 feel I 
should not do right if I did not take this 



ojjportunity to express the great pleas- 
ure the elevation of the Kight flon. Jos- 
eph Chamberlain to the position of 
Colonial Secretary gave to the people of 
Canada, and 1 think 1 am voicing your 
sentiments when I say, judging from his 
jiast hictory and from the live and deep 
interest be has manifested in the wel- 
fare of Britain's great colonies, that 
whatever mav , be our views upon the 
general questfons that divide politicians 
we are all agreed that our present Col- 
onial Secretary is eminently " the right 
man in the right place." Full of grand 
aspirations for tlio British Em])ire, 
wishful to see the complete unifi- 
cation of the Anglo-Saxon race, ho 
looks forward, as many of us 
here look forward, to the time 
when Canada will become, not, jierliaps, 
a separate nationality, but rather while 
retaining full control over all local all'airs, 
be a member of a grand Imperial federa- 
tion. It is premature to outline any 
specific form that this union Bliouldtake, 
but tlie proposed appointment of a Cana- 
dian judge as a member of the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council at West- 
minster is, in my humble opinion, a 
step in the right direction. And if this 
union does come we must no longer be 
colonials, but equal partners in tliis 
great empire. ^Meantime, with .losepli 
Chamberlain in the Colonial office, we 
may feel sure our interests will not 
suffer, but thai the bonds that bind llio 
vast empire together shall he closer 
drawn and tiie grand race we belong to 
led to feel and act as one powerfiil con- 
federacy. 

Thnt. a Canadian man of business in a 
practical business address should ven- 
ture to talk to business men in this 
strain is one of the surest and most 
cheering signs that we have seen of the 
growth of union sentiment in this Do- 
minion. Two or three years ago it 
would reiiuire a much greater amount o( 
moral courage than most men possess 
for a Canadian merchant to talk to a 
Canadian Board of Trade on the subject 
of Iiiijierial Federation in tliis enthusi- 
astic wav.

The advance of $2 on lumber caused a 
great deal of comment. A question 
which was at once suggested was, will 
this advance affect tne price of logs? 
Even those who do not believe that siu h 
an advance will raise the price of logs 
express themselves as being convinced 
that the strengthening of tho lumber 
nuirkot would, by the natural laws of 
trade, h<dp tlie cause of the loggers. 
Some of the mills have logging facilities 
of their own, and hence are not wdiolly 
dependent on loggers for their supjdy. 
.\t the same time some of this very 
class ot mills have done their logging 
work at a los.s. On tlu: other hand, 
few of the loggers liavi: disengage(l 
ca])ital enough to lliiiik of embarking in 
the mill business on their own account. 
It will bo seen, therefore, that while a 
shar|) Hue of distinction has been drawn 
between the two industries, they are 
more or less dependent on each other. 
At present neither is inclined to make 
war on the other, and perhaps it is not 
jiutting it too strongly to say t hat neither 
is very mucli disposed toward co-<jp( r- 
atingwitli the other. The loggers aie 
L'oing ahead i|uietly, prosecuting their 
work of organization week by week. 
They expect by :Mar(;h I to have their 
business as a whole in more systema- 
tic shajje than it has ever been. It will 
not be i)art of their plan to levy on the 
mill men for an advance in price, hut 
they may curtail the supply so as to 
av( 'id glutting the market, and thus in- 
directly ))revent the loss at which so 
many logs have been cut.

Tuesday, Feb. 1, ISOG. 

i\Ir. Booth took the cliiiir at 2 p.m. 

Prayers by Kev. J. 11. S. Sweet. 
^HoN.- ]Mk. Tltuxku introduced a bill 
to encourage dairying. lie said it wis 
proposed to refur'tiiis to a comniitteo 
after it luid formally received its second 
reading. Read a first time. 
'iHo.v. Mit. Tuit.NKu informed the house 
that the Speaker, as to whose conditiou 
the members were no doabtanxiou.s, has 
very greatly improved and is resting very 
comfortably at the present time. 

DKPRKDATIONS IIY AJIEUICANS. 

M 1! . H ULM c K KN raovedf "Whereas at the 
presenttinie American vesaelaareeraploy- 
ed in fishing for halibutiifOanadian waters 
priiQcipally in Hecate .straits and destroy 
large numbers of immature fish, and if 
allowed to continue will in a short time 
r\iin the fishery ; and wiiereas it has also 
been brought to public notice that 
smuggling of merchandise is being 
carried on by foreign vessels in British 
Columbia waters : Be it resolved, That 
a respectful address be presented to His 
Honor the Lieutenant-Governor recinest- 
ing him to urge the Dominion govern- 
ment to place a revenue cutter in our 
Northern waters for the i)urpose of pro- 
tecting the deep sea fishery and the pre- 
vention of smuggling." 

Hon. Col. Bakiik reviewed the nego- 
tiations which have been going on fo.' 
many year§ between the Provincial and 
Dominion governments with respect lo 
the three matters involved in the reso- 
liition — smuggling, the Indians and 'the 
fisheries, all of which come under the 
control of the Dominion. The latest 
proposition is for the Dominion govern- 
ment to place a steamer on the coast to 
be available for the purposes mentioned, 
and it is hoped that this will bo done. 

Motion agreed to.

Mu.Hei.mckun moved : "Whereas cases 
of shipwrecks have occurred in British 
Columbia waters involving loss of life 
and much sutlering to the distressed 
seamen ; and whereas prompt aid and 
assistance could be rendered in many of 
Buch cases whereby death might be 
averted, succor allbrded and much valu- 
able property i)reserved, if a suitable 
vessel was kept in commission through- 
out the year and stationed at the port of 
Victoria": Be it resolved. That a re- 
spectful address be presented to His 
Honor the I^ieutenan'.-Governor re- 
questing him to press upon the Domin- 
ion government the urgent necessity ex- 
isting for providing such suitable vessel 
at an early date." 

Dit. Wai.kk.m seconded the resolution. 
He said he understood that it is the in- 
tention of the Dominion government to 
provide a number of stations along the 
west coast of Vancouver island, with 
means of communication between them, 
so that news of any wreck may promptly 
be sent to Victoria. 

Oapt. Ikvinc. thought the resolution 
did not go far enouich, as it often occurs 
in case of a wreck that because of storms 
& steamer could not make a landing per- 
haps for ten days. He thought the 
necessity of having the telegraph line to 
Cape Beale placed in proper shape should 
be impressed upon the Dominion gov- 
ernment, as the line is not only so poor- 
ly constructed that it is generally down, 
])ut there are no bridges over the streams 
which it crosses, and therefore re- 
pairs cannot l)e properly made.

OBJECT TO THE Di/TY CHAKGES. 

Important Point Raised by Captain Pattle, 
of the " Strathnevis "—" Empress of 
Japan " Away. 

A special desjiatch from Tacoma says ; 
"Tho owners of the Strathnevis lniv(! 
filed a jirotest against the paj'nient of 
^210 duty on tho new wheel for the 
steamship, which arrived here from 
Kniiland last Monday. The wheel was 
shipped in bond from New York, and 
Captain Pattic did not anticipate that it 
M'ould be subject to import charges, I'e- 
ing ilesigned for a foreign vessel, and 
was intended to lie taken out of the 
country. f)e|)Uty Collector Drum, how- 
ever, ordered the collection made, and a 
protest was liled by the stoainsliij) com- 
pany. The customs authorities hold 
that had the wheel been consigned to a 
loreign ])ort, such as Victoria, and bad 
there been placed on the ship, no 'duty 
would have been charged. But as it 
\^as received in this country and design- 
ed for use here on the steamship, it was 
dutiable as manufactured iron. The 
case will probably be taken up to the 
authorities at Washington." 

MA-RIKK NOTES. 

It was early yesterday morning when 
the steamship Empress of Japan left the 
Royal Koads for Japan and Ohina, hav- 
ing, it is inesnmed, waited for daylight.

Quou Dong Accuses Two of His Country- 
men of Wounding and Robbing Him. 

Lim Sing "Vok and Lim Hong, who are 
cliarged with robbing and woimdiiig Lee 
Quon I3oiig in the C'liiiiese theatre alley on 
January 8, were up for .spcedv (rial vcstcr- 
day before Mr. ,lustioe Dniko. TIkiI the 
case o.Kcited great iiitcivst in Chinatown 
\\,:s shown ))y the crowd of (;liiMaiiK'n that 
filled the court room, him Sing Yok was 
(lel'tMidi'd liy Mr. bindU'y Crease, and I,im 
llonghyMr. .1. .\. Aikiuan, while Mr. L. 
P. Dull and H. E. A. llohortson appeared 
for the crown. Tho trial had lieeii set for 
the forenoon, but no judge was then avail- 
ahle and the trial was accordingly put off 
until after lunch. The prisoners huu been 
on bail, and when it was decided that the 
ease was not coming on till after lunch the 
police locked tlicni uii. This, counsel for 
tMe(h;feiice objected to, and ohtained the 
consent of the deputy attorney-general to 
allow the prisoners to go free until the 
court sat. 

I.ee tjuon Dong in his evidence said that 
the prisoners had followed bini from the 
Cormorant street theatre about midnight 
on January 8, and liiid attacked him under 
the archway of the allej;. Both hit him and 
he seized them by the pigtails and howled 
for help. Yok sfole hfs purse, containing 
#22, and Hong got his pigtail freed, and 
while witness was on the ground Yok 
threatened to stab hiiu if he did not turn 
him loose. Hong puked him in the rilis 
with an \roi\ harand Vok stahheil him witn 
a knife in the hip and shoulder. I'ive or 
six other (Jhinamen hel])ed to beat him. 

l>ong went on to say that he held Yok 
until they got to tlio end of the alley on 
Fisgard streat, when seveml Chinamen hit 
liini on tho hands, beat him and forced him 
to let Yok go. 

Chin Soon corroborated this story as far 
a.H to having seen Dong beaten, and he also 
(U'clared that he saw Yok pull a knife. The 
witness then went to iina a pohccman to 
stop tlu! row. Ah Quo told a similar story 
practically. 

Dr. (ieo. II. Duncan testified thai he had 
examined Dong a week after the occurreiic<' 
for pain in the siile, but liad found no rihs 
broken. He did not examine him for cuts. 

The light attracted the attention ofCon- 
stable -Viiderson, who was told by Yok that 
Dong had assaulted him, hut ns Dong 
looked badly used up both men were ar- 
rested and locked up. 

It took all the afternoon to get this much 
evidence, as the Ohinainen had to he ex- 
uniined through an interj)reter. The case 
will go on again this morning at 10:30. 



ALDERMANIC OPINION, 

As Expressed at Monday's Council Meeting 
on the Subject of the Waterworlcs 
Contract. 

In the ilebate which arose at Monday 
evening's meeting of the city eotineil 
with regard to Mayor l!eaven's rejiort 
on the alleged violation by contractors 
Walkely, King & Casey of clause '28 of 
their agreement with the city, every 
ineinber of the aldermaiiic board had 
something to say in explanation of his 
position. 

Ai.i). Williams thought that the city 
should insist on the forfeiture of the 
.$100 a (lay provided for by the contract; 
the sum so obtaiiiablo would almost, if 
not tjuito, |)ay for the filter bedK. 

Ai^n. Mac.mill.\n directed attention to 
the fiures given in the Mayor's report as 
to the number of men employed, 2,21)0. 
This number of men sluMild certainly 
have completed the work in the time 
illowed under the contract, unless there 
ad been something radically wrong. 
There must have been to have neces- 
sitated so many changes of staff, for in 
these dull times men would submit to 
many small injustices in order to retain 
emjiloyinent. It was bad indeed that 
I) or 2.5 complete changes of the work- 
ing force had been necesstiry, nott<i com- 
plete the work in the lime allowed but 
to partially complete it in one and a 
half times as long. He held that there 
had been flagrant violations of the con- 
tract from beginning to end in the mat- 
ter of the employment of labor. He 
urged that the contract should now he 
terminated and the undertaking be com- 
pleted by day labor. 

Ali). C.\.Mi:ito.v held that Aid. Mac- 
milhiii's proposal went too far, and was 
not quite correct. Ho pointed out that 
no evidence had been produced to show 
that the city would lose by the proposed 
extension of time. 

Ai.i). ]frMi'iiiii:v noted that no coni- 
ilaiiits of ill-treatment had even yet 
jcen made to the council by the men 
most concerned. He urged, {oo, thatthe 
contract had not been terminated, as 
the agreement mentioned distinctly that 
special allowance should be made for 
bad weather. 

Ald. Macmillan, speaking to the 
amendment, charged that the engineer 
It the works exercised his powers favor- 
ihly to the contractors, i.nd that tlio 
latter h.ad not worked as contractors 
inxiouH to complete their nndertaking, 
so mnch as ward politicians desirous of 
preventing the re-election of the mem- 
bers of the board who had not favored 
their receiving the contract. If the con- 
tract was not cancelled, the .$100 a day 
demurrage should at all events be in-- 
Bisted upon until the contract was com- 
pleted. 

ALU. TiARKS announced that as the 
pharge against the oontractora was not 
btie of inferior workmansliip he would 
vote against Aid. Macmillau's resolu- 
tion. / 

Ald. Glover thought that tho council 
of last year had made a mistake when

London, Feb. 4. — The remains of 
Prince Henry of Battenberg were this 
moaning brought into Portsmouth har- 
bor, having been transported from Ftin- 
chal, Madeira, the cruiser lileiihoim 
having arrived last night. All the Hags 
on the ships, forts and luiildiiigs ashore 
were half-masted. A guard of honor 
were drawn up on the decks of the old 
battle ship Victory, flagship of Admiral 
Nelson, and on board the port guard- 
ship, the Inflexible. 

The Royal yacht Alberta arrived at 
Portsmouth from Cowes, Isle of Wight, 
shortlv before 2 o'clock with Princess 
Pjoatrice, widow of Prince Henry of Bat- 
tenberg, the Prince of AVales, Duke of 
Connatight, Prince IaiuIs of Battenberg, 
I'rince l^'rancia of Battenberg, and other 
members of the royal family on board. 
They were received'by a guard of honor. 
Tlie mayor and corporation of Ports- 
mouth, as well as several admirals, 
awaited their arrival on the jetty. They 
immediately pioceoded to the Blenheim 
in the steaiiier's piniiaci!, and desix-nded 
to the cabin, whore the casket con- 
taining the remains of I'rince Henry 
of Ilatteiiborg lay in a temporary chap- 
olle ardente. .A short religious .ser- 
vi(!e was held in the cabin. After the 
service the coffin ^vas covered with the 
British ensign and carried ashore by 
pettv officers of the navy and was then 
taken on board the Alberta, a guard of 
honor reversing arms. The coflin, when 
on board the royal yacht, wp.n |)laced 
under a canvas canopy and the crew.s of 
all the ships in the harbor " lined sides" 
as this ceremony took jilace. Thelf'ritice 
of Wales and Princi'.-^s ]5eatrice hail jire- 
codod the body on board the .Alberta 
and wore evidently much affected. 
The coflin was followed to the royal 
yaclit by the Ouke of Coiiiiatigbt, Prince 
I..ouis o'f liatteiiberg, Prince Francis of 
Battenberg and others, i^ord AVilliani 
Cecil, Princess Beatrice's equerry, car- 
ried Prince Henry of Battenberg's sw ord, 
helt and revolver in its case. The 
Alberta started for Cowes at 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon and minute guns wore 
fired until she had left the harl>or. 

The .Vlberta steaiiied slowly through a 
tlouble column oi battle ships which 
wore firing minute salutes in the fair- 
way. Cowes harbor was lined with row 
boats from the squadron, and their crews 
crossed oars as the Alberta apjiroached 
Trinity pier shortly before 4 o'clock. 
Thetiueen, accompanied by the young 
Prince Alexander -Albert of liatlon- 
berg. Princess Victoria of Batteiihorg 
and Prince Leopold of Battenberg, the 
three eldest children of Prince and Prin- 
cess Henry of Battenberg, drove in a 
closed carriage to the pier, where they 
were greeted by the crowds assembled 
with a general uncovering of beads and 
other marks of silent sympathy and 
respet't. When the Alberta arrived 
alongside the iiier. Her Majesty 
went on boar<l and was deeply 
all'ected by the sight of the C(.)f- 
fin. Her" Majesty ])laccd a wreath 
of lilies of the valley on the coliin with 
her own hainls, and tbetiucenand Prin- 
cess Beatrice then retiii nod to Osborne 
house. The coflin containing the Prince 
of Battenberg will remain on board the 
Alberta until to-morrow morning, when 
it will be escorted to Whippingham 
church, which the royal family attend 
while at Osborne, for interment.

Members of Victoria, Taneouver and 
Westminster School Boards 
Meet Together. 



Tliey Decide Upon Various Sugges- 
tions to Maice to the Gov- ' 
ernineut To-day. 



The conference arranged for last night 
between the school boards of the cities 
of the province was attended by repre- 
sentatives of Victoria, Westminster and 
Vancouver, the Nanaimo board sending 
word that they would be unable to come, 
but approved of the inojiosed aniend- 
nietits to the school regulations as al- 
reaily suggested by the Victoria and 
Vancouver school trustees. The Vic- 
toria board was represented liy Messrs. 
Charles Haywartl, chairman ; !McMick- 
ing, Belyea, Lovell, Yates, .Mrs. Grant, 
and the secretary, B. AVilliams. Van- 
couver was represented by Mr. W. K. 
Temi)leton and Dr. Brydone Jack; and 
Westminster by Dr. Boggs and Mr, John 
^Mackenzie, 

The meeting having been called to or- 
der and Mr. Charles Hayward chosen 
chairman, proceeded without any intro- 
ductory discussion to take iij) the various 
amendments which it was jiroposed to 
ask the Council of Public Instruction to 
make in the regulations. 

The first of these was "That the ex- 
amination of pu|)ils take place during 
the last days of each term and as far as 
possible simultaneously in each school 
and class. Such examination to finish 
on the last day of each term." 

In discussing this Mr. Belj-ea said he 
considered there were too many written 
examinations. Tliey should be confined 
to the higher divisions as they were a 
positive injury to young children. 

The clause was made to apply to the 
written and High school examinations, 
and was carried unanimously. 

The next clauses r.ead : 

"That the exhibitions held heretofore 
at the close of the term be abolished in 
all city schools. 

"That immediately after the close of 
the term the teachers sliall under the 
direction of the principal examine, mark 
and report u|ioii all examination jiapers. 
The principal shall, as soon a.s possible, 
forward the complete lists to the secre- 
tary of the board." 

Dr. Brydone Jack's idea was that it 
was a shame to make children go 
through a public ezhibicion after having 
undergone the severe strain of hard ex- 
aminations. No good was served by 
such shows. 

This pretty well expressed the genera! 
views o! the meeting and the sections 
were adopted. The next section was 
also adopted, it read: 

" That the first nay of each term sliall 
after routine work he devoted to the 
presentation of certificates, medals, etc., 
to which parents and friends shall be in- 
vited." 

The next section was as follow s : 
" It is further suggested that the city 
school boards might with advantage 
have the option of extending the hours 
of teaching in the High school for say 80 
minutes in each school day," 

Mr. Belyea opposed this, for he did 
not believe in lengthening out the school 
hours. 

!Mr. ^facken/ie and Dr. Boggs feared 
it would make the hours too long and. 
on Mr. A'ates' suggestion, the section 
was killed. 

The foregoing were all suggestions by 
the Victoria school board. Next came a 
series of suggestions by the Vancouver 
board as foilcjws : 

1.- That city school boards be empow- 
ered to regulate teaching hours of 
classes in the tablet and first primer 
divisions. 

U. That city l)0!uds have the power of 
extending the midsummer nolidays 
when they consider the same necessary, 
to any Monday not later than the first 
Monday in September, 

3. That German and Spanish be in- 
cluded in the subjects wnioh may be

taught in the High schools, and that 
candidates for examination be allowed 
to substitute any three languages out of 
Latin, Greek, French, German or 
Spanish. 

4. That the Oil'ario rules governing 
the engagement of teachers be adoptetl 
by the city boards, 

i). That sec, 29 of the school act be 
amended by adding after the word sec- 
retary in the first line the words " Who 
may bo one of their number," and tliat 
aec. 3'J bo amended by adding to the 
same section the words " except as pro- 
vided' in. sec. 29," 

Mr. Templeton explained these sec- 
tions. In regard to the first—it had 
been found in Vancouver that in hot 
weatlier it would be sometimes advis- 
able to allow the very youtig children to 
go home before the regular closing hour, 
because the little ones when tired ami 
restless should not be compelled to 
study. As to section 2, the trustees 
should have the power to extend the 
holidays should tho weather be very 
hot. 'The suggestion in section 3 was to 
give pupils in High schools optional sub- 
jects, and allow them to acijuiro Spanish 
mid German if the trustees found there 
were enough pupils desiring to form a 
class. It would add to the efli- 
ciency of the High schools. By the 
m;xt section it was intended to make the 
Ontario system of employing teachers 
apjily here. At present it was diflicult 
to dispense with a teacher. By the On- 
tario plan teachers were only engaged by 
the year, the contract expiring at tho 
beginning of the holidays, and then the 
teachers were, if qnito satisfactory, re- 
engaged. By this means the board 
eoulti easih' (Irop teachers they did not 
want. By tlie fifth section it was made 
plain that a trustee was not ineligible 
for the position of secretary of the 
school board if it was found desirable. 

Mr. Yates, after listening to Mr. 
Templeton's explanations, was in favor 
of every one of the amendments. The 
only thing was that safeguards should 
bo provided so that teachers could not 
abuse the oiition they miglit have of dis- 
missing the young children. 

Dr. Boggs sjjoke strongly in favor of 
section 2. 

Mr. Belyea was afraid that section 3 
would make too many subjects in the 
High school, a complaint that was 
already heard. 

Dr. Brydone Jack in explanation re- 
marked that the board would only be 
given power to give these optional sub- 
jects if they thought advisable. 

Mrs. Grant did not see in that case 
what objection there could be to the 
clause. 

Mr. Mackenzie feared taxpayers might 
get the inijjression that the trustees were 
trying to put too much expense on 
them, and lie did not want to see a feel- 
ing aroused against High shcools. 

'ibe section was adoiitedas well as the 
first two, 

Mr. Belyea and Mr. Templeton both 
spoke in favor of section 4, which meant 
that teachers should lie employetl for a 
certain term only and not re-engaged 
unless the board were (]nite satisfied 
with their work. 

Dr. Boggs agreed in this and the sec- 
tion was carried after being made to read 
that city boards be em|)owered to make 
rules for engaging teacliers and the du- 
ration and determination of the con- 
tract with such teachers. 

Dr. Brydone Jack and Mr. Templeton 
brought up a {nnber su^estion, asking 
that the school act be amended to allow 
of city trustee boards being incorpora- 
ted. This was wanted, because with- 
out suc^i provision it was impos- 
sible to afliliate the High schools 
with some of the Eastern Canadian 
universities. A'ancouver High school 
desired to afliliate ^vith McGill, but 
could not do so until the board of trus- 
tees was incorporated. 

Mr. Belyea supported the suggestion, 
which was, he said, only technical. Jl 
was carried without ojjposition, 

Mr. .McMicking brought up the ques- 
tion of the want of uniformity in the 
text books used in the schools. The re- 
sult was useless expense to parents in 
providing books for their cliildren. He 
would like to move: "That the Coun- 
cil of Puhlic Instruction be invited to 
consider the lianeful eH'oi^t ujioii the 
scholar and the uniiecossary tax on )iar- 
eiits or guardians by the frequent change 
of text liooks and tiiat they lie urged to 
allow one series of text books only, as 
contemplated by the act. 

Mr. Belyea did not believe the readers 
used in this province were tfie best, and 
he would like to see them changed. He, 
however, believed it was best not to pass 
a formal resolution, but simoly to de- 
cide that the trustees should discuss the 
subject with the Council of Public In- 
struction. 

This was assented to, Mr. McMicking 
allowing his motion to drop. 

The Chairman said that the A'ictoria 
school l)oard had decided to submit the 
<]uestion of whether Stanford University 
graduates desiring to teach here lie 
granted the same privileges as were ex- 
tended to graduates of Canadian and 
British iiriiversiti(,'S. This would be a 
courtesy to Stanford in return for her 
accepting the certili(;ates of our High 
schools for matriculation. 

Dr. Brydone-Jack believed in Canada 
for the Canadians. He did not favor 
going outside of the Old Flag for teach- 
ers. The matter was then dropped, and 
the meeting adjourned after it had been 
decided that Trustees Yates and Mc- 
Micking and the chairman should, with 
the delegates iron) the other cities, in- 
terview the council of public instruc-
